To Erect Barytes Mill at Danville. 


Danville, Ky.. Sept. 1. Burton H. 
Vance, the Louisyille lawyer and capi¬ 
talist, i-ombineu with New York City 
capitalists, will erect a barytes mill 
nc-ar the depot, in this city, the cost' of 
which will be $100,000. * Cincinnati and 
Lexington moneji will also be interested 
in- the enterprise. The eompany has < 
leased 50.000 acres of barytes mines im¬ 
mediately- edst of T)anville. and a force 
of fiftv mentis now engaged in remov¬ 
ing the mineral from the mines, a num¬ 
ber of which have already been opened. 

Fifty teamsters will be engaged to 
haul the barytes jto the Danville freight 
depot for shipment to the mills in (New 
York until the mill at this point can be 
erected. Barytes is used in the manu¬ 
facture of paints, and takes the place 
of white lead jn a very large degree. 
The Danville mines are said to oe the 
largest in the wjjrld. and it was by the 
merest accident that they were discov¬ 
ered. 

Farmer* havi always observed the 
presence of snqw-white rock on their 
/frm&. but eonlBidered the same of no 
more value than any other kind of 
stone. Two yeirs ago Sheriff George 
Wdbd. of Stanford, took a lease on the 
farm of W. B. Givers, near this city, 
and began mining what he thought was 
fluor spar. He h|ad made arrangements 
with a Dayton, 0 .firm to take the out¬ 
put. of his-fluor spar mines, and shipped 
fa car'ogd to thaR city. The firm notified

The Difference Between the Barrister 
and the Solicitor. 

The Iwrrisler In Eugluml Is the very 
suit of the earth. He it Is who makes 
the laws, who goes into parliament, 
who sits ou the bench, who considers 
himself seven or eight degrees higher 
up in *he social scale than any other 
|KX>r or middle class mortal, add with^ 
all this he has absolutely no respomn- 
bility toward his clients. That an<d«it, 
much abused tiling called mis loth In 
this country lias created for. the law 
two separate and distinct limbs. Which 
may he compared in a measure to the 
life of the bee. One Is tlio drone and 
the other the queen. The drone is the 
solicitor, who sits In au ottfee working 
up a case, consulting clients, drawing 
gills, controlling estate transactions and 
controlling the incomes of people who 
are unfoftuuate enough to he saddled 
under the trust d<*eds. The solicitor, 
who has his own tradition to work out. 
does not ever get to himself any glory 
whatever. Except In police aud coun¬ 
ty court cases, he is persona nou grata, 
or. In the words of the Judges, “he is 
not seen." If he has a case on band, 
he is obliged to’take it to a barrister, 
who. though lie may never have heard 
of the.matter In dispute befere, dons 
his wig ami gown, proceeds Into court 
and argues till all is black mid blue, 
as if he knew all iilKiut It. for which he 
draws a most prodigious fee. quite big 
enough to enable him to appear uiceiy 
mounted in the row every morning. 
If be spoils the case, there is no chance 
for redress, because the burristcr is 
merely a gentleman whoiu fiction po¬ 
litely assumes to he a friend In need. 
Alb the onus of failure- fulls upon the 
fioor solicitor. There are no barristers 
in prison, hut there are a good many 
solicitors who wear the broad arrow 
which is the trademark of his majesty’s 
prisons. The solicitor remuius the trill 
time family adviser, to whom ail sorts, 
of foolish people bring their trust 
deeds, their stock certificates, their 
government bonds aud all such docu¬ 
ments which have a tendency to lead a 
weak men into temptation, and that Is 
wtso many solicitors, when they 
need money, find it iiniawsible to re- 
si-i the desire to pike that which Is 
m-t theirs.
